1 have been employed by the General Electric Company since May 1980, 
where f am currently the Intellectual Properly Leader in the Lexan Technology 
Department of GE Plastics' Mt. Vernon Plant, 

2. After the allowance of U.S. Application Serial No. 10/063,687 (the <687 
application), the parent of the present continuation application, new information was 
discovered. As indicated on the attached document, it was discovered that thirty-five 
batches of melt-polymerized polycarbonate resin were imported from GE Plastics' Chiba, 
Japan plant to GE Plastics' Mt. Vernon, Indiana plant (Mt. Vernon Plant) between March 
and May of 1 994. Some of these batches had Fries contents between 1 0 and 2000 ppm 
(sec values in fourth column of table in attached document).

Between March and May of 1994, Mt. Vcmon Plant was producing 



single-wall polycarbonate sheet for commercial sale. The imported batches of melt- 



polymerized polycarbonate resin would have been suitable for producing single-wall 
polycarbonate sheet.
